Recent dispatches seem fo ‘set at rest 
thie debate ‘about the existence of ‘the 
Germah -42-centimeter field; mortar. 
This gun is. latger n any now: in 
usé in coast fortifications, and serious 
difficulties: had. to. bé overcome be- 
fote the weight cduld be brought 
within limits that would permit trans- 
portation on ‘ordinary roads. ‘To re- 
duce the wéights on’ the wiieels for 
moving from place to place; ‘the gun 
is made. so: that it can. be. taken off 
-the carriage .and .transported’.on. a 
separate ttuck. The carriage also ts 
moved: in parts, which can: be put to- 
gether in 4.few days in the ‘new lo- 
cation. 

Obviously the gun is not a field 
piece, properly speaking. It is a mo- 
bile siege gun for powerful bombard- 
ment, but can. be moved up to the 
front only where railroads and paved 
roads-are available. . It can be brought 
into service’ only when troops occupy 
the same position for a long time, as 
in the fighting in France. In a rapidly 
shifting stehe of operations, like that 
in. Russia, such a gun would he of 
little service, except in the attack and ‘ 
defense of fortresses. The Austrians 
probably have some of their twelve- 
inch howitzers at. Przemysl and Cra- 
cow. The Russians are apparently 
unable to bring up any guns of equal 
power, so their advance on these fort- 
resses is held down to the slow meth- 
ods of sapping and trenchwork. 

The frequent mention of wire en- 
tanglements in front of the intrenched 
positions ‘calls attention to the im- 
portance, of this obstacle.. Its great 
advantage is that it cannot be knocked 
down ‘by ‘artillery bombardment, as 
palisades or. pole fences, while it offers 
no protection to the attackers, such as 
is often the case with shallow ditches. 

To construct this Obstacle the de- 
fenders plant four rows of posts firmly 
in the ground about 100 yards in front 
of their position, the rows being about 
ten feet apart. Barbed wire is then 
crisscrossed from post to post, so that 
it is impossible to rush .through with- 
out tripping and stumbling.. Even if 
the wires are cut, they twist and tangle 
around the feet and_are nearly as great 
an. obstacle as when. fastened .to the 
posts. By having such an obstacle in 


front. of their trenches the defenders 
can, hold back the assaulting columns 


rc 


ata definite range, where they can be 
‘subjected to a murderous fire. 

‘The fighting in Poland is now cen- 
‘tering in two points. Between Lodz 
and Kutno, 70 miles west of Warsaw, 
the Russians have temporarily .checkea 
the German advance and are rush- 
ing forward troops to drive back the 
invading force. The 50-mile advance 
of the Germans from their base at 
‘Thorn. has deprived them of the ad- 
vantage- of ample supply service 
which they enjoyed while close to 
the border. So the chances’ of the 
Russians are -correspondingly im- 
proved. On this battlefield in north- 
western’ Poland the decision will be 
made as to whether the Germans wil 
winter their troops in Poland, or 
whether they must fall back all along 
the line to. their own border. 

The fighting between Cracow and 
Czenstochowa is part of the Russian 
campaign against the Austrian army 
in Galicia: It would be a waste of 
strength to sacrifice men in direct 
assaults upon the fortifications of 
Cracow, so the Russians are now en 
deavoring to obtain equal or greater 


results by breaking through north of | 


Cracow and thus cutting off the 
Austrians from the support of the 
German armies. If they succeed in 
this move, the Russians will isolate 
Cracow and will have a chance to 
inflict a serious reverse upon the 
Austrian Galician army. 

The Austrians continue their retreat 
in Galicia. The Russian advance to 
Woynicz and Gorlice carries their 
forces up to the Biala River, south 
of Tarnow. They now control seven- 
eighths of this Austrian province, and 
at Ujok, due south of Przemysl, they 
have. crossed into Hungary. 

The advantage to Russia of the im- 
mense numbers in her army is now 
beginning to show. She could even af- 
ford to have the fighting along the 
German border brought +o a dead- 
Téck like that in France, for she could 
still send other 4rmies to march across 
the Carpathians and overrun Hun- 
gary. By this move she might soon 
relieve the pressure that the Aus- 
trians are bringing to bear on Servia. 

The Servians have now taken up a 
new position running southwest from 
Arandjelovac, thirty miles south of 
Beigrade, toward Uzice, where the 
Maljen Mountains will make any Aus- 
trian advance difficult in this direc- 
tion. The next. move of the Austrians 
will undoubtedly be directed toward 
the capture of Belgrade and Semen- 
dria in order that they can. cross di- 
rectly from Hungary into Servia at 
these points in forwarding reinforce- 
ments and supplies for the advance of 
their army up the Morava Valley. 
This valley is the heart of Servia, 
and occupation of it by the Austrians 
would be a severe blow to the Servians.

President Johnson Declares 
There Will Be No Peace | 
with Outlaws. 


JUMPERS ARE BLACKLISTED 


President Tener Denies Peace Over- 
tures and Says Murphy Does 
Not Dominate Cubs.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 20. —‘* The 
American League will have absolutely 
nothing to do with the Federal. League, 
the so-called war, or plans for peace, 
and will never take back under any 
conditions any players who have jumped 
from any of its clubs,’’ declared Presi- 
dent Ban Johnson in ah interview after 
@ secret conference with Gov. Tener, 
President of the National League, here 
this morning. Mr. Tener later went. to 
New York. President Johnson then 
talked with President Shibe and Mana- 
ger Connie Mack -of the Athletics and 
left tomgnt for Chicago. 

President Johnson declined t 
the nature of the business which brought 
him here to meet Gov. Tener, but ad- 
mitted that Federal League matters, ‘the 
proposed sale of the Chicago Cubs, and 
the recent outburst of Charles Murphy, 
former President of the Chicago Nation- 
al League Club, who was supposed to be 
out of baseball, were discussed at the 
conference,’ 

President Johnson came here from 
New York, where, it is believed, he had 
a talk with Frank Farrell and other 
stockholders of the New York Yankees 
regarding the change of ownership in 
that club. He said there was nothing 
‘new in this matter, but declared that 
Frank Farrell would remain at the head 
of the Yankees, He said no action had 
been taken regarding Bill Devery, who, 
it was said, was to be ousted from the 
club, but said that Devery was not 
anxious to go much further in baseball
